rnited States, and the fact that it is

The hdspitality which our treaties, 
the laws of nations and of Ohiistianity 
have eiteniied to CUiUni refugees has 
< aused, the eiinmiittee adds, distrust by 
the Siwmsh govi riinieiit as to tlie tloel- 
ity of the l^iuied tstates xovernineut lo 
its obligations of ueiitraliiy. This dis- 
trust has be»'oiiie a souice of serious an- 
noyance to our |)eo|ile and has led to a 
spirit of retaliation to\\ ard Spanish au- 
thority 111 Ciilta. 

Mr. (iui y ( Deni., 1>'1. i al.so from the 
cciiiniittee on foreign reh t ions, reported

Euts upon the plantation of Europe iu 
stanias. They pursued these, who 
proved to be the vanguard of a larger 
loroe, and met 800 insturgents at toe 
farm ot Hato Manjnari. Firing was 
continued for half an hour, when the 
insurgents retreated, leaving three 
lulled and 1 1 wounded, t<wether with 
some arms. Ou the side Of troops 
Major Peres Roy was seriously 
wounded. 

Colonel Vicuna has stationed his 
forces in Rabes, which commands the 
only pass to the wovince of Havana 
and the westward. Tba insurgents are 
striving to affeot a passage to join Gomes 
and Maoo, bat hava not snoosadad In 
doing so. 

General Marin and Ocdonel Inclan, 
the mayor, and the chief of staff r bade 
farewell yesterday to 800 Havana vol- 
anteers who are departing to take port 
in the campaign. 

The insorgent leader, Panoho Oar- 
rillo, has arrived in Puerto Principe 
province in response to arders raoalTed 
from Otoneral (iomes. 

The insurgent leader, Jtaaando Bspi- 
noeo, has died from wounds received at 
Rio Grande in Oeoember.

New You, Jon. 80.— An ansaocess- 
fnl attempt was made this morning to 

float the stranded steamer St. Paul. Five 
tugs were engaged in the effort. The 
steamship is said to have been movetl 
slightly, but her jwsition is not materi- 
allj changed. 

The work of discharging the St. 
Paul's cargo will be oomtdeted soon, 
and if the conditions at the next high 
tide warrant it another effort will be 
made to poll tha steamshin out of the 
sand. Tha sand has banked up against 
the port or seaward side, and as each 
day adds to the mound, it will require a 
strong sea to move it. If an on-shore 
wind should blow up with a moderate 
sea this sand would be moved. 

The experience of the Amerlqna of 
the French line,'whioh was ashore at 
the same place in a much more danger 
ouB position for three months and was 
then floated in a high spring tide Mrith 
litth' (litli( ulty, is referred to by the 
wrtM-kei s as an evidence that the St. 
Paul is likely to be taken off the shore 
in .safety, (/tlier vessels have been high 
and diyOii the New Jersey coast and 
have l)een gotten oft' after a time. Some 
of theaKentsof the other lines think 
the St. Paul w ill not ba moved until the 
tiigh spring tides come in March.

The Court Huldit That It I* Iinp»Mlble to 
CoBVtat Vmin RmUod Wtwm of the Act. 
Uqnor Casss Annealed — The Amith 
Cams leHled - farmer Vatallr Hurt. 
Othor ladlaaa Kt>te New*. 

INDIANAFOUS, Jan. 80.— The supreme 
court yesterday, without passing upon 

the constitutionality of the miners' 
screen law, passed by the legislatture of 
1S!M, decided that it is not possible to 
se< ure a conviction under Section 5 of 
the act, which foUows: 

•'That all coal mined in this state, un- 
der contract for nmnent by the ton, 
shall be weighed before being screened, 
and the fall weight thereof shall be 
credited to the miner of such coal, and 
80 iiounds of such coal as mined shall 
constitute a bushel, and 2,000 pounds of 
coal as mined shall constitute a ton; 
provided that nothing iu this act shall 
be so constmed as to compel payment 
for sulphur, rock, slate, block jack or 
other impuritiea whieh may ha loaded 
with or amongst the coal." 

Joseph Murtin, superintendent of 
mine No. 8 of the Parke Oounty Coal 
company, was arrested and fined $100 
for a violation of the section. He re- 
fused to credit William Oheiry, a miner, 
with the fnU weight of cool before it 
had been screened. 

Judge MoOabe, who wrote tha opin 
ion, shows that, aecording to Uia state's 
own evidence, the section is impossible 
of execution, because, as proved by the 
state, the coal in controverqr oontalaed 
"sulphur, shite, black jack and other 
iniparities." 

The court points out that the princi 
pal witness for the state testified that 
the onlv way to separate the snlphnr 
slate, black jack, dirt and other impuri- 
ties from the fine coal or slack is to sep' 
arate the lump coal from the slacK 
That part that does not pass through 
the scrwiis is called lump coal, and is 
the ( oal of commerce; that part that 
pusses through the screen is called slack, 
and composed of tine coal mixed vrith 
sulphur, sUta, black jack and oUmt iB< 

purities. 

The court says that while Section No. 
6 imperatively rtMiuires the coal to be 
weighed before it is screened and the 
full \v( iKht credited to the miner, yet 
the jiroviso of the se<'tion qualifies the 
re<iuirement by providing: "That uoth 
iiig in this act'shall be so construed as 
to comi)el payment for suljihur, rock, 
slate, black jack and other impurities. " 

It is held by the court that the con 
elusion is irresistible that the only way 
possible to avoid paying for mining the 
impmnties was by screening before 
weighing th<* coal, and even then some 
impurities would be paid for. 

The court says the proviso of the sec- 
tion imperatively requires the statute 
to be m construed as not to compel pay- 
ment for such impurities, as it requires 
any coal mined to be weighed before it 

It is held that tha conviction of the 
mine superintendent was contrary to the 

law an<l the ev idence.

T. B. Palma, who i.i the acknowl- 
edged head of the Cuban revolutionary 
party in New York, said that the story 
was undoubtedly true, but he claimed 
that the amount of money expei. \ed in 
the expedition had hwn exaggerated 
and that only about 81 on. 000 had been 
expended in fitting out the - <',im' r J. 
w! Hawkins, including arm^ ,.1 am- 
munition. 

One of the Cuban leaders made the 
startling announce neiif that it was evi- 
dent there had been trearlii'rv in the 
camp of the filibustering party. "You 
see,'" said he, •'we hired an e.^peit in 
this city to go to Baltimore to examine 
the steamer J. W. Hawkins Iw fore w i 
purchased her. This expert rejKjrted 
that the steamer was seaworthy. Now 
either the expert did not do his duty 
properly and the stOHiner was not fit to 
go to sea, or else there was a tiiiitor on 
board who deliberately scuttled th 
ship. The latter would seeoitohetii 
caj^e, 

"Neither (Jeneral (iarcia, who was in 
command of the expedition, nor his son, 
who was second in command, nor any 
of the others at the head of the move- 
ment had any idea whatever that the 
steamer was leaking until it was too late 
to save her. After leaving this city on 
Saturday night all went well, appanMit 
ly, until Sunday night, when one of the 
tilibusterers happened to go dow n Ut th 
engine room ana saw the water rushing 
in. He at once notified General Garcia 
and some of the party were set to work 
to assist the crew at the pumps, but it 
was too late. A most searching investi- 
gation is being made, and if were wa.<i 
any plot to seuttla the ship we will un- 
earth it."
